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THINGS TO SEE AND DO 


OU must not miss Buffalo Bill Muse- 

um, housing historic relics of Col- 
onel Cody and the Old West, or nearby 
Buffalo Bill statue, work of Gertrude 
Vanderbilt Whitney. Near town lies a 
recently active geyser basin, its pits 
intact, and below it De Maris Hot 
Springs, "potent medicine” of the In- 
dians. | 

Around Cody lie great valleys, their 
floors lush with cattle ranches, their 
walls towering to glistening snows. 
There is Meeteetse, untouched cow- 


town, beyond which lie Sunshine and 
Pitchfork, where the roads end. There 
is Sunlight, an earthly Shang-ri-la 
rivaling in its mountain-walled isola- 
tion the legendary valley in "Lost 
Horizon.” There is Southfork, whose 
mountains spread from a narrow can- 
yon. 

In this paradise, easily accessible 
to Cody, you may photograph, paint, 
drive, ride, hike, fish, hunt, or merely 
drink in the grandeur of the scenery, 
shining in sunlight. 
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As the years roll by and the romantic 
figure of Col. William F. "Buffalo 
Bill” Cody recedes into clear perspec- 
tive, much that was falsely laid to him 
has fallen away. But in the true evalu- 
ation of his personality, he emerges 
stronger and more appealing than ever 
—a symbol. 

As the showman who invented his 
own Wild West Show which first car- 
ried the romance of the West to the 
East and Europe, he stands supreme. 
From it has emerged the rodeo of to- 
day. He dreamed of building an em- 
pire out of a desert; prosperous Cody 
is the result. 

Appropriately, Gertrude Vanderbilt 
Whitney has portrayed him in bronze, 
riding his great horse, tracking into 
Eternity. Nearby stands Buffalo Bill 
Museum, a log building modeled after 
his famous TE ranch-house. There dis- 
played are his medals, personal be- 
longings, Indian ceremonial garments, 
the works of nationally famous artists 
who derive their inspiration from the 
grandeur of the Cody country.

The mule deer 
spring noiselessly, their hoofs hardly 
touching the ground. Across sage- 
brush covered plains herds of antelope 
wheel, uttering their high pitched cry. 
Among the rocks of the high peaks are 
mountain sheep with curving horns. 
Black bear and great grizzlies lumber 
through the timber, covering their hunt- 
ing territories. The puma slinks. For 
hunting it is the last of the best. 
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ODY looks like the only way across 

the Rockies. The mapper did that 

on purpose, of course, just to emphasize 

that Cody IS the only way to cross 
them.

E SEWHERE we've shown you a few 

pictures of our country. Here’s a 
map, to give you a general idea of 
how the land lies, with Cody its hub 
and best stopping place. 

Westward, across the middle of the 
map, stretch the "'70 most scenic miles 
in the world.” Southward an oiled 
highway runs to Meeteetse, ancient 
stage station, beyond which the roads 
lead to the wall formed by the Conti- 
nental Divide. Southwesterly lies the 
Southfork, containing Buffalo Bill’s fa- 
vorite ranch. Northward into Sunlight 
Basin a road runs over 9,000-foot-high 
Bald Ridge and drops into a paradise, 
serene in isolation.

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F you seek a Hollywood-screen-set 

Western town, faky and tourist-de- 
pendent — you'll be disappointed in 
Cody. If you seek a live, truly Western 
town, owing its prosperity to the. rich 
ranches which surround it and busy 
with its native industries and arts, yet 
retaining the color of the Old West — 
youlll like Cody. 


Its business people, reared with 
horses, prefer them to automobiles. 
You’ll see them in groups trotting out 
for an evening ride, older citizens on 
sedate steeds, younger ones on half 
broken broncs. To help you enjoy this 
atmosphere are fine hotels and tourist 
camps, radiating warm Western horse- 
pitality. 


Though Cody’s prosperity is based 
largely upon stock ranches, Cody is 
not all business. On the western out- 
skirts of town, stands the Frontier Art 
Colony, wherein have settled several 
nationally famous American artists. 
Struck by the beauty and atmosphere 
of the country, they pulled up stakes 
and moved to Cody. Nor are all Cody’s 
artists imported. From the rocks of the 
Rockies have sprung several who, 
making their start locally, have attained 
national recognition. 


Beside depending upon the stock 
industry, Cody owes much to the de- 
velopment of irrigation systems, notably 
the Shoshone project. Plugging the 
upper end of Shoshone Canyon, by 
Yellowstone Highway, the great Sho- 
shone Dam has already converted from 
desert into lush farm lands some 60,000 
acres below Cody at Powell. Now 
under construction is a huge system to 
tap the same reservoir and irrigate 
some 40,000 additional acres. Don't 
on any account miss seeing Shoshone 
Dam. 


A REAL WESTERN TOWN 


HOSHONE DAM is 328 feet high; 
108 feet through at base and 10 
feet at top; 200 feet along its crest. The 
capacity of the reservoir it creates is 
456,000 acre feet with a water surface 
of 10 square miles, a length of 10 miles, 
a maximum width of 4 miles, and a 
maximum depth of 233 feet. Work was 
begun in November, 1905, and com- 
pleted in January, 1910, at total cost 
of $1,354,000. At the dam stands a 
hydro-electric plant which supplies 
most of the Big Horn Basin with power. 
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DUDE RANCHES 


F all the most typically American 
inventions, the dude ranch is the 
most novel. Even if you haven’t time 
to stay a while at a dude ranch, you 
should at least visit one—and Cody is 
the center of the best in the West. 
Dude ranches, like most inventions, 
are the product of need. Easterners 
years ago ventured into the West and 
became intrigued with the life on great 
cattle ranches. Not only did they wish 


to stay, they wanted to take part in all 
typical ranching activities, escaping 
from the hum-drum of civilization by 
living the romantic life of cowboys. The 
demand for such arrangements soon 
grew to such proportions that many 
ranches, still retaining their stock, made 
"dude wrangling” their major activity. 
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Dude ranches are of several kinds. 
There are those which are still primar- 
ily cattle ranches. There are others, 
lying in the best game country, whose 
main business is to take out hunting 
parties. Varying in elaborateness, they 
vary also in rates. 


WINTER SPORTS 


FR many years the only human 
beings who penetrated the silent, 
snowy wastes of the Absarokas in win- 
tertime were the trappers. Rustling 
through the forests, solitary on snow- 
shoes, they plucked the fruit of their 
long traplines—mink, beaver, coyotes, 
bobcats, fox, martin, otter, muskrat, 
lynx, wolves, black bear and grizzlies. 
Many of these fur-bearers still draw 
Codyites into spending their winters 
trapping. Recently, however, the Cody 
people have invaded their solitude, 
recognizing that in these mountains, 
buried deep in powder snow, lay a 
winter playground as unusual and 
marvelous as any in the country. 


Keeping the Yellowstone Highway 
open between Cody and the nearby 
wintersports country has been found 
practical. The camps and lodges were 
already there; it was only necessary 
to open them. 

For those who wish fashionable re- 
sorts where vacationists may do their 
skiing sitting in luxurious hotel lobbies, 
looking pretty in the latest winter sports 
costumes, Cody is not the place to 
come. For those who have a true love 
for majestic mountains, prime snow 
conditions, hearty hosts, Cody’s winter- 
sports country cannot be matched. 

Trappers continue to follow their 
lines, but the mountains now echo with 
the cry, "Track!"

HE Livestock industry, including 
sheep, cattle and horses, is the 
oldest industry in this part of the coun- 
try. Originally used by the American 
Indian as pasture for a few horses and 
range for wild game, these broad plains 
and mountain valleys covered with 
lush grasses proved very attractive to 
the cattlemen. These same cattlemen 
also raised some of the finest horseflesh 
in the world for their own use and for 
export. 
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Later the sheep man began to move in with thousands of 
head of his producers of wool and meat and the farmer began 
to settle where there was fertile land and water to irrigate it. 
This resulted in a three-way shooting war among the various 
interests and gave rise to the history and romance of the West. 
Today all three elements are amply represented in our popula- 
tion and it has been amply proved that the three industries 
are not mutually exclusive as the settlers believed but actually 
complementary one to the other.

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ODY is a principal center of the oil industry 

in Wyoming. The first standard rig started 
to drill in Wyoming in 1883 and since that time 
Wyoming has produced more than seven hun- 
dred million barrels of crude oil. There are 
now more than ten thousand producing wells 
in approximately 100 fields over the state. 

Cody is centrally located to all fields in 
the Big Horn Basin which number approximate- 


ly 30, and is the home of two refineries, two 
supply houses and headquarters for a number 
of drilling companies and specialty companies 
servicing wells. It is the large payrolls in the 
oil industry that help to make Cody diversified 
as to background and constantly prosperous 
and progressive. 
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HOSHONE DAM is 328 feet high; 
108 feet through at base and 10 
feet at top; 200 feet along its crest. 


ODY owes much of its prosperity and 
diversification to the development of 
a principal natural resource— water. Two 
large private irrigation projects, the Cody 
Canal and the Lakeview Canal have been 
built and the land developed. Both are 
now out of debt and have excellent canals 
and structures. The annual cost to the 
landowner for all water is about $1.00 per 
acre in return for which he is assured an 
ample supply of good water any time he 
wants it. 

In addition to these private projects and 
many others that are smaller the Bureau 
of Reclamation started in 1905 to develop 
the Shoshone Project. The Shoshone Dam 
is in the spectacular gorge immediately 
west of Cody and must be seen to be ap-

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preciated. The resulting lake ten miles long stores the 
water to irrigate the Garland Division at our neighboring 
town of Powell consisting of some 60,000 acres. Now 
open for settlement with preference to veterans of World 
War Il is the Heart Mountain Division with some 40,000 
acres of excellent land on the slopes of Heart Mountain 
norih of Cody. Projected is the Oregon Basin Division 
with some 60,000 additional acres southeasterly from 
Cody. 


The Shoshone Dam is 328 feet high and the site of 
a large hydro-electric plant. Now under construction at 
the mouth of the canyon 3 miles below the dam is an ad- 
ditional plant for the production of more power which will 
use the tunnel and syphon of the irigation works as a 
penstock.
